shoe machinery company that it must 
remove .its machinery from his fac-

-Upon - the -refusal of the' machinery 


company to comply with the request 
contained in the notice on ,the ground 
that the machinery was leased to the 
Thomas G. Plant company, r Mr. Plant 
removed 
the machines tarid 
stored 


them. His factory, then was equipped 
with machines patented and built by 
the Wonder Worker machinery com- 
pany, a company in which Mr. Plant 
is - Interested. 
Simultaneously 
shoo 


manufacturers throughout the country 
we're informed that Wonder Worker 
machines, which were represented as 
not being open to the charge that the 
patents under, which they were con- 
structed were infringements, were on 
the market. 
Sues to Maintain Leases 


Upon the adoption of the mechanical 


plant supplied by the Wonder Worker 
company, after notice to the United 
shoe 
machinery 
company that 
its 


leased machines were no longer to bo 
usod in the Pfant factory, the Thomas 
G. Plant company ceased the regular 
payments 
of 
the

United shoe machinery company was 
thus placed In a position which re- 
quired some move to attempt to en- 
force the rights which it, maintained 
it had under the terms of the leases 
to the Thomas G. Plant company.

are identical with contracts for the 
use of machines entered into by shoe 
manufacturers throughout this coun- 
try and the United shoe machinery 
company, the company has brought the 
issue to the supreme court of Massa- 
chusetts. 


A bill in equity lias been filed in the 


supreme court by the United shoe ma- 
chinery company against the Thomas 
O. Plant company and against Mr. 
Plant as nn individual. The company 


sets up as a fact-1 that it.supplied the 
Thomas G. Plant company with ma- 
chines under leases running for 17% 
years, that there are 71 leases to .the 
Plant company, ail In> force! :and -that 
some of them do not expire until 1923. 


'By the terms of tho leases it is al- 


leged 'that the Plant company is bound 
to operate. the machinery to Its full 
capacity, obligated not to. Instal ma- 
chines, made by other, persons than the 
United shoe machinery company, and 
also required to secur3 all substitute 
or duplicate parts from 
the United 
shoe machinery company. 
Asks for injunction 


By the provisions of the leases it is 


set forth that the Thomas G. Plant 
company covenanted to pay monthly 
royalties based upon the output from 
the machinery.- As. an example of the" 
value of the United company's equip- 
ment In the "Plant factory, the bill 
states that in 1909 the shoe manufac- 
turing company used 
the Goodyear 


machines.on"more than 1,900,000 pairs 
of shoes, the lasting machines on more 
than. 2,750,000". pairs and the heeling 
machines on more than 300,000 pairs. 


The royalties which'were paid dur- 


ing 1909 on the Goodyear machines 
alone by the. Plant company were in 
excess of 552,000. Under the leases a 
substantial 
discount is allowed on 


royalties paid before the 15th of tho 
month. 


The company asserts.In the bill that 


tho Thomas. G. Plant company fulfilled

If Governor Hughes were to be judged by his speech at the Harvard 


commencement he would stand high in (he opinion of every citizen. That 
was an academic discourse to be sure, but he therein committed himself 
against class privilege as strongly as could Mr. Bryan, Champ Clark or 
iny democratic leader in the country. 


During the course of that address he said:— 


"Placed by general consent In a different category, but breed- 


Ing corruption and spreading insidious influences, are the efforts 
to secure and to hold improper privilege. The victories of democ- 
racy have been won against privilege. And the constant struggle 
must bo to keep our institutions.free from the blight of favoritism 
and of special grants at the expense of the general welfare. 


"To one occupied with public affairs it frequently seems as 


though the security of the common interest—which one would 
suppose 
would he 
the first and essential consideration—is the 


most difficult to maintain. The constant endeavor, prosecuted with 
regrettable measure of success, to place men In public office who 
are not corrupt in the ordinary sense, but can be relied upon to 
serve some particular interest to which they owe primary alle- 
giance, has honeycombed administration and made our statutes 
to a large extent a patchwork of special favors. 


"Much of this sort of thing is done without a sense of 


wrongdoing. 
If there be aught of democratic spirit in those who 


thus contrive against the community, self-interest hushes Its too 
feeble protest. 


"Under theso conditions there are those chosen as the repre- 


sentatives of the people to deliberate and decide according to 
their honest Judgment as to what may be in the public interest or 
in accord with the announced policy of the party to which they 
belong who merely ask what their masters want. They are there 
without Independence, without manhood, to give what is demanded, 
to avert what is opposed. 


"This practice of prostituting the agencies of democracy and of 


using the necessary instrmr.mit.ilHies oil free government ngnlosi 
itself ia far more, serious than any open attack upon onr govern- 
mental system. Without fidelity In representation the Institutions 
of free government are a mockery, and to secure fidelity in repre- 
sentation is of fundamental concern. 


"The burdens of administration already tax human 
capacity 


almost to its limit, government grows npiice and the strain of its 
activity heightens, but men do not grov in like proportion. 


"We need something more than the growing sentiment of bro- 


therhood, something more than tho recognition of our mutual de- 
pendence, essential as these arc. 
To the tasks of democrat^ the 


best thought and the most unselfish effort (it educated America 
must bo dedicated. 


"Democracy cannot control Itself liy power or hold itselC In 


check by force. Its victories must rellcct tho conquests already 
won In the individual life. 
And It will prosper only through tho 


discipline of virtue, the common appreciation of justice nnd 
Un- 


willingness of Its members to devote themselves to the public 
wenl."

Mrs. Leppage says: "I have al- 
ways believed each time I married that 
I will be happy, and I do not yet de- 
spair.

tasks may 


thank their stars they were not the 
adopted 'son of Gen. Robert St. George 
Dyrenforth. The,-, will of -the famous 
old man, rainmaker, head of the patent 
office, soldier and scientist, was 
filed 


yesterday. The residuary legatee and 
person about whom the will is writ- 
ten is the eight year old adopted son 
and namesake of the general: 


Among other details, the will says: 
"I particularly request my executors 


to, thoughtfully and well, guard my 
beloved ,'son from women, and sensibly, 
that is, gradually, through no erratic 
extreme, to let him be Informed and 
know the artful and parasitical nature 
of most of the unfortunate sex." 


If the boy should become a Catholic 


the entire estate is to go to the Scot- 
tish Rite Masons. He must be reared 
an Episcopalian. 


A graduated scale of allowances for 


the boy's support is carefully provid- 
ed. Until he is 12 he is to have $50 a 
month, after that $1000 annually. La- 
ter he Is to get $1500 annually. 
This 


is to suffice until ho rakes in the for- 
tune. 


General Dyrenforth, who had a re- 


markable career in many 
respects, 


seemed to have an idea that his adopt- 
ed son could do even better than he did 
in the line of education. If he wins the 
fortune that is left to him condition- 
ally, the general impression is that he 
will have* earned it. 


General Dyrenforth, after his re- 


tirement 
from 
the 
patent 
office, 
amassed a fortune as a patent attor- 
ney, and it.is this fortune that is left 
for the adopted son. 
Twenty years 


ago the general gained the reputation 
as the "rainmaker." He sent up bal- 
loons that were exploded in the air, 
with the expectation of making rain. 
He did not succeed, but he made a 
whole lot of money for a playwright 
and a variety team that became stars 
in a comedy known as the "Rainma- 
kers" built on the possibilities of his 
idea. 


Before this the general had a repu- 


tation. At thirteen he entered the mil- 
itary school at Breslau. He was grad- 
uated from Breslau In time to enter 
the Civil war at seventeen years of age 
as a dragoon. 
Me served with Rose- 


crans, Copeland and Dodge on their 
staffs and went west after the war to 
fight Indians. •

As an example of the 
value of the United company's equip- 
ment in tho Plant factory, the bill 
states that In 1909 the shoe manufac- 
turing company used the Goodyear 
machines on more than 1,900;000 pairs 
of shoes, the lasting machines on more 
than 2,750,000 pairs and the heeling 
machines on more than 300,000- pairs.

hospital' indebted to Frederick Fanning

camp is doing an amount of good or 
he would not be as generous toward 
it. He keeps close watch on the gil'U 
and knows iiow his charities arework-: 
ing out.' In establishing and maintain- 
ing the tuberculosis camp 
IMr. 
Ayer 


has organized 
a 
charity 
which 
is 


fast showing a benelicial effect npon 
the city at large and he Is correct in. 
thinking-that it Is accomplishing much 
good. At the-start it was with effort 
that the physicians found a 
suflicient 


number of patients and for the. first 
season the. camp-was never full atany 
one- time. Each succeeding year, how- 
ever, showed- art encouraging increase 
and advanced interest in the affairs of 
the camp until this year 
finds 
the 


camp full with a waiting list of 12. 
There arc 16 women and 12 men at the 
camp at present which means that ev- 
ery bed is occu'pied. The physicians in 
charge, Drs. Pillsbury 
and 
Lambert 


report that .the progress .toward 
re- 


covery is most satisfactory. ' 


There are some very typical cases at 


the camp that show gains in weight 
and marked 
improvement 
toward .a 


cure. .Mr. Ayer has always felt and 
he voices.the sentiment of the medical 
profession; that the work done at thc 
camp-itself-is but a small part of the 
great 
work' accomplished by 
this 


worthy institution. People

over 


Lowell realize as never before tho ben- 
efits to be derived from outdoor life, 
and thc «br'o.athing of an abundance of 
pure air. It was Florence Nightingalu 
who first insisted on thc freedom from 
danger of the deadly, night air, but It

LYNN ADOPTING

-The city of Lynn has adopted extraordinary precautions against any 


possible repetition of the tragic robbery of a couple of weeks ago. The 
police are to be supplied with the latest style revolver and they are to have 
target practice to enable them to hit the object llred at. 


An additional police guard is to be provided in the banking district on 


Saturdays when large sums of money are, taken out of the banks. As we 
have before suggested an automobile offers far greater security to those 
who have to carry a bag of money than will the open unguarded mode of 
carrying it on foot. 
Officer Carroll, who lost his life while escorting Mr. 


Landregan, is now accused of having violated the rules 
of 
the 
police 


department in carrying on a conversation while acting as guard or sentinel. 


The Lynn police fortunately gave a good account of themselves in dis- 


posing of the highwaymen, but still the fact that such a crime could be 
committed in broad daylight on one of the busiest streets has sunk deeply 
into the minds of the citizens. It is only reasonable to suppose that more 
radical measures of protection should be adopted. The Lynn tragedy has 
taught the police departments of New England a lesson which should be 
heeded. 


THE U. S. SUPREME COURT VACANCY 


The two names most' prominently mentioned in connection with the 


vacancy in the United States supreme court, caused by the death of Chief 
Justice Puller, are Governor Hughes of Now York 
and 
Secretary of 


State Knox. 


Governor Hughes, although a staunch republican, has shown himself 


io be fair to the people. lie is not a corporation tool, nor is he identified 
with corporation interests. That is more than nan be said of Knox who, 
although an able man, has shown a leaning to the side of predatory wealth 
nnd class privilege that should disqualify him for 
such 
an 
extremely 


important position. 


If Governor Hughes were to be judged by his speech,at the Harvard^ 


commencement he would stand high in the opinion of every citizen. That 
was an academic discourse to be sure, but he therein committed himself 
against class privilege as strongly as could Mr. Bryan, Champ Clark or 
iny democratic leader in the country. 


During the course of that address he said:— 


"Placed by general consent In a different category, but breed- 


ing corruption and spreading insidious influences, aro the efforts 
to secure and to hold improper privilege. The victories of democ- 
racy have been won against privilege. And the constant struggle 
must be to keep our institutions free from the blight of favoritism 
and of special grants at the expense of the general welfare. 


"To one occupied with public affairs it 'frequently seems as 


though the security of the common interest—which one would 
suppose would be the first and essential consideration—is the 
most difficult to maintain. The constant endeavor, prosecuted with 
regrettable measure of success, to place men in public office who 
are not corrupt in the ordinary sense, but can be relied upon to 
serve some particular 
interest to which they owe primary alle- 


giance, has honeycombed administration and made our statutes 
to a large extent a patchwork of special favors. 


"Much of this sort of thing is done without a sense of 


wrongdoing. If there be aught of democratic spirit in those who 
thus contrive against the community, self-interest hushes its too 
feeble protest. 


"Under theso conditions there are those chosen as the repre- 


sentatives of the people to deliberate and decide according to 
their honest judgment as to what may be in the public interest or 
in accord with the announced policy of the party to which they 
belong who merely ask what their masters want. They are there 
without independence, without manhood, to give what Is demanded, 
to avert what is opposed. 


"This practice of prostituting the agencies of democracy and of 


using the necessary instrumentalities of free government against 
itself is far more serious than any open attack upon our govern- 
mental system. "Without fidelity In representation the Institutions 
of free government are a mockery, and 'In secure fidelity in repre- 
sentation Is of fundamental concern. 


"Tho burdens of administration already tax 
human capacity 


almost to its limit, government grows apaco and the strain of Its 
activity heightens, but men do not Krow in like proportion. 


"We need something more thnn the growing sentiment of bro- 


therhood, something more than the recognition of our mutual de- 
pendence, essential as these aro. 
To the tasks of democracy the 


best thought and the most unselfish efCort of educated America 
must be dedicated. 


"Dc-mocracy cannot control Itself by power or hold itself In 


check by force. Its victories must rolled the, conquests already 
won in the Individual lite. And It will prosper only through the 
discipline of virtue, the common appreciation of Justice and the 
willingness of its members to devoto themselves to the public 
weal." 
. 


We do not believe that any democrat will offer serious objection to 


he elevation uf a man who gnvc utterance to such sentiments provided 
iho speaker be all right in other respects. As between the c|uali(lcntioiiH of 
Hughes nnd Knox for the postilion of chief justice of the highest court in 
the land, thorn nun bo no comparison, Hughes is immeasurably preferable, 
«nd if President Taft .should appoint Knox ho would thereby perpetrate a

the Blankets 


1~)URINO the summer months careful 


housewives always see that the 


blankets used on the beds through the 
winter1 months are wa.shed and careful- 
ly packed away until cold weather. 
It 


is a mistake, sc.ys an ;. .ithority, to do 
the laundering with soap. 
Ammonia 


does the work much easier, and the 
blankets come out much whiter and 
softer than when soap Is used. Besides, 
when ammonia is used much of the tre- 
mendous 
rubbing and 
other 
back 


breaking exertion of blanket washing 
is avoided. 


Put about a cupful of ammonia into 


the washtub if a single blanket is to he 
washed, allowing twice as much for^the 
double blanket. Lay the blanket looso- 
ly In the tub and pour over It just bare- 
ly enough hot water to cover it. About 
two gallons of water will be necessary 
for every cupful of ammonia. Move the 
blanket about with a wooden stick for 
about ten minutes, so that the ammo- 
nia fumes will have a chance to reach 
every particle of the surface. No soap 
or rubbing is necessary except possibly 
around tho edge. The ammonia draws 
out all the dirt. When the water Is 
discolored and the blanket is nice and 
white rinse It In fresh water. Do not 
wring II. but squeeze it lightly with tho 
hands. Wringing pulls It out o£ shape. 
As soon as the blanket is property 
rinsed hang It at once upon the line, 
letting the water drip from it while dry- 
ing. 
Occasionally while it is drying 


squeeze the ends with the hands, being 
careful not to pull the flbcr. When per- 
fectly dry. take it into tho house and 
then press it with heavy weights If 
not perfectly smooth. No Ironing la 
necessary. 
Some housewives dry blankets on 


curtain stretchers. They say that the 
blanket kcepn its shape better, and, of 
course, there Is no possibility of its 
shrinking. 


Needless to say, a sunny day should 


bo selected for tho work. 
Tho moro 


quickly a. blanket dries tho less it 
shrinks and the better It looks. 


"When tho blanket has 
colored bor- 


der, us It usually hns, card should be 
taken that It doer not overlap, as tho 
color may "rim." 


THE 
BATHING CAP. 


Tho popular bathing cap of today 


can bo oanlly made by any woman. 
Ono stylfl of cap consists of an oval 
nhaped plooo of material shlrrnd about 
tho face by me.nnn of ft drawutrlng run 
through a pockot on tho wronit nldo 
of tho fabric's outer cdgo. Tb« turbnn 
eivp In out In circular shapo nnd gath- 
ered on a wide ribbon with long ends 
whloli, by panning behind th» enrn, hold 
th« hMulKNir firmly In place. 


A NEW ICE CREAM FREEZER. 
There is a new ice cream freezer that 


has no crank and that entails no 
further labor than preparing the cus- 
tard or cream, turning it into the glass 
jar and packing the Jar in the ico In 
the usual way. After the cream Is 
used there Is no dasher to wash, and 
there are no cogs or other machinery 
to rust or woar out. Any wooden pail 
or tub may ho used for tho'ice pack- 
ing. The glass jar In which the freez- 
ing is done is covered like a fruit jar 
with a rubber ring and glass top. A 
metal bale fits into the sides and fas- 
tens the cover securely. 
With the 


freezer go a false bottom to the jar 
and a wooden rod, by means of which 
.the frozen contents is pushed out in 


individual portions and cut off as 
wanted, or the contents may be turned 
out In one form. 
Tho freezer costs 


$1.25.

Instant tho custard Is (lone It should be' 


taken from the oven. The test of Its 
"doneness" Is made by slipping a knife 
blade down tho side of the custard. If 
the knife comes up clean the custanj io 
ready to be removed from the oven. 
The rule for a plain custard Is easy to 
memorize—four eggs to a quart of 
milk and tablespoonful of sugar to each 
egg. Add a pinch of salt and a tea- 
spoonful of any flavoring desired. 


By grating a little chocolate over the 


top of the custard Just as H is set In 
the oven one can have a variation from 
the usual chocolate custard. 


This chocolate forms a crisp coating 


which looks pretty and adds much to 
the flavor for those who aro fond of 
chocolate. 
Orange custard needs the 


grated yellow rind of an orango with 
a little juice. 


Cocoanut custard is made by sprin- 


kling'freshly grated cocoanut Into but- 
tered and slightly sugared cups before 
turning in tho plain custard. Flavor 
with orange rind or vanilla.

There are rumors that once 
upon a 


time the senator was perilously near 
being n "free trader." But that was in 
tlie days when'his Harvard environ^ 
ment colored his ideas. He lias been 
a sturdy enough defender of the faith 
since that time, po that his early er- 
rors have probably boon forgiven him. 
At all events, he has received the re- 
wards of his political 
and 
economic 


virtue. Perhaps it is his skill in cas- 
uistry that has made him the expo- 
nent of the latest republican tariff the- 
ory. To 
tlie pronouncement of 
the 


president that the Payne act 
is • the 


best ever passed Mr. Lodge makes a 
most Important addendum. 
It was as 


good an act he says "as could be made 
under a crude and unscientific meth- 
od." In other words, it was 
tlie best 


ever only in the sense that mortal 
statesmen could not be expect?d 
to 


work miracles. A better is possible If 
new methods are adopted. 


Tho igcruiKy of the explanation is 


admirable. 
After passing a tariff'bill : 


which was-In .effect a repudiation'" of 
larty promises, which was so bad that 
:he president himself, while calling- it ' 
the best ever, proceeded 
to suggest 


how It should be amended and to urga 
the plan of a tariff board, it has .be- 
come plain to the republican..leaders- 
that there will be difficulties 
in the. 


way of 
quelling 
the 
rising .public 
wrath. The very creation of the tariff 
board was a confession of error. If 
"tho old and discredited methods'-, as 
Mr. Lodge calls them in another pas- 
sage of his Somerville speech .produced 
a perfect tariff, why enter on a • new 
and untried way of making perfection; 
more perfect? "The extreme .protec- 
tionist," admits the senator from Mas- 
sachusetts, "has no desire, for. the tar- 
iff board, because he would exclude 
everything 
of 
foreign, manufacture 


which competed with our own manu- 
factures by prohibitory duties if need- 
ful.1' Precisely: vide the columns of the 
American Economist. 
But Mr, 'Lodge, 


with ail his acumen, apparently does 
not realize the scope of this admission. 
The extreme protectionists wanted, tho 
present law to stand—or, if revised, to. 
be revised upward. They, fear a'tariff, 
board .will propose 
downward 
revis- 


ion. That Is to say they agree with tlie 
president that the Payne act is the 
"best ever"—for them. Mr. Lodge,' It' 
may be assumed, did hot 
mean .to 


suggest this conclusion. 


Meanwhile, according to Mr. Lodge, 


the'democrats must not be permitted 
to have any hand in tariff making, be- 
cause they would set to work .in .the. 
bad old way. Here is another gap m 
the argument .which the senator leaps' 
with surprising ease. Why the demo- 
crats, with a natural leaning to low-

see. And why.after all these, years of 
power the republicans did not discov- 
er the good new way earlier is anoth- 
er point left unexplained.

THE U. S. SUPREME COURT VACANCY 


Tho two names most prominently mentioned in connection with the 


vacancy in tho United States euprcmo court, caused by the death of Chief 
Justice Fuller, arc Governor Hughes of New York 
and 
Secretary of 


State Knox. 


. Governor Hughes, although a staunch republican, has shown himself 


to be fair to the people. He is not a corporation tool, nor is he identified 
with corporation interests. That is more than can be said of Knox who 
although an able man, has shown a leaning to "the side of predatory wealth 
and class privilege that should disqualify him for 
such 
an 
extremely 


important position. 


If Governor Hughes were to be judged by his speech at the Harvard 


commencement he would stand high in the opinion of every citizen. That 
was an academic discourse to be sure, but he therein committed himself 
against class privilege as strongly as'nould Mr. Bryan, Champ Clark or 
«my democratic leader in the country. 


. During the course of that address he said:— 


"Placed by general consent in a different category, but breed- 


ing corruption and spreading insidious Influences, are tho efforts 
to secure and to hold improper privilege. Tho victories of democ- 
racy have been won against privilege. And tha constant struggle 
must bo to keep our institutions free from the blight of favoritism 
and of special grants at the expense of the general welfare. 


"To one occupied with public affairs it frequently seems as 


though tho security of the common interest—which one would 
suppose would be 
the 
first and essential consideration—is tho 


most difficult to maintain. Tho constant endeavor, prosecuted with 
regrettable measure of success, to placo men in public office who 
are not corrupt in the ordinary sense, but can bo relied upon to 
serve some particular interest to which they owe primary alle- 
giance, hns honeycombed administration and mafle our statutes 
to a largo extent a patchwork of special favors. 


"Much of thisf sort of thing is done without a sense of 


wrongdoing. 
It there bo aught of democratic spirit In those who 


thus contrive against the community, self-interest hushos its too 
feeble protest. 


"Under these conditions there arc those chosen as the repre- 


sentatives of the people to deliberate and decide according to 
their honest judgment as to what may be in the public interest or 
in accord with the announced policy of the party to which they 
belong who merely ask what tht-ir masters want. They are thcro 
without Independence, without manhood, to give what Is demanded, 
to avert what is opposed. 


"This practice of prostituting tho agencies of democracy and of 


using tho necessary instrumentalities of free government ngalnat 
itself is far more .serious than any open attack upon our govern- 
mental system. Without ikWlly in representation tho Institutions 
of free government arc a moc'ccry, and to secure fidelity in repre- 
sentation jg of fundamental c-mcerii. 


"The burdens of administration already tax 
human 
capacity 


almost .to its limit, government grows apaco and the strain of Its 
activity heightens, but men do not grow In like proportion. 


"We, need something more tlian the growing sentiment of bro- 


therhood, something more, than ihc recognition of our mutual de- 
pendence, essential as these are. To the tasks of democracy tho 
best thought and the most unselfish effort of educated America 
must be dedicated. 


"Democracy cannot control Knelt by power or hold Itself In 


check by force. Us victories must reflect tho conquests already 
won in the Individual life. 
And II will prosper only through tho 


discipline of virtue, the common appreciation of Justice and 
the 


willingness of Us members to devotu themselves to the public 
weal."

Slashing 


the Blankets 


TYCTBING the summer months careful 


housewives always see that tho 


blankets used on the beds through tho 
winter months are washed and careful- 
ly packed away until cold weather. It 
la a mistake, says an L .ithority, to do 
the laundering with soap. Ammonia 
does the work much easier, and the 
blankets come out much whiter and 
softer than when soap is used. Besides, 
when ammonia Is usnd much of the tre- 
mendous 
rubbing and 
other 
back 


breaking exertion of blanket washing 
IB avoided. 


Put about a cupful of ammonia Into 


the washtub If a single blanket Is to be 
wished, allowing twice as much for the 
double blanket. Lay the blanket loose- 
ly In the tub nnd pour over It just bare- 
ly enough hot water to cover It About 
two gallons of water will be necessary 
for every cupful of ammonia. Move the 
blanket about with a wooden stick for 
about ten minutes, so that the ammo- 
nia fumes will have a chance to reach 
every particle of the surface. No soap 
or rubbing Is necessary except possibly 
around tho edge. The nrnmonla draws 
out all the dirt. 
When the water Is 


discolored nnd the blanket Is nice and 
white rinse It In fresh water. Do not 
wring K. but squeeze It lightly with the 
hands. Wringing pulls it out of shape. 
As soon as the blanket Is properly 
rinsed hang it at once upon the linn, 
letting the wa.er drip from it while dry- 
ing. 
Occasionally while It IB drying 


squeeze the ends with the hands, being 
careful not to pull the fiber. When per- 
fectly dry, tako It Into the house and 
then press It with heavy weights It 
not perfectly smooth. No ironing is 
necessary. 
Some housewives dry blankets on 


curtain stretchers. 
They r,ay that the 


blanket keeps Its shape better, and, of 
course, there is no possibility of Its 
shrinking. 


Needless to sny, a sunny day should 


bo selected for tho work. 
Tho morn 


Quickly a blanket dries th'o less It 
shrinks and the better It looks. 


When tho hlnnket has 
colored bor- 


der, as It usually hns,' cnro should ho 
taken that It doofl not overlap, as tho 
color may "run."

A NEW ICE CREAM FREEZER, 
There is a new Ice cream freezer that 


has no crank and that entails no 
further f)abor than preparing the cus- 
tard or cream, turning H into the glass 
jar and.packing the jar in the ice in 
the usual way. 
After the cream Is 


used there is no dasher to wash, and 
there are no cogs or other machinery 
to rust or wear out. Any. wooden pall 
or tub may be used for the ice pack- 
ing. Tho glass jar in which tho freez- 
ing is done Is covered like a fruit jar 
with a rubber ring and glass top. A 
metal bale fits into the sides and fas- 
tens the cover securely. 
With the 


freezer go a false bottom to tho jar 
and a wooden rod, by means of which 
the frozen contents is pushed out in

'Summer Desserts 


C\7HEN you have become tired of 


serving berries and nre looking

They are 
ideal both from the standpoint of those 
who eat nnd those who cook; easily 
made, to be sure, but not less tooth- 
some on that account than more elab- 
oratft dishes.

warrantod In preparing them often. 


Of course a poorly made, watery cus- 


tard, with no flavor to speak of, is not 
tempting, hut the real article with some 
slight 
embellishment is not to be 


Ecorned. 


"Whon it cornea to proparlnK a custard 


remember that the easiest and best way 
is to bake It, setting the dish contain- 
ing the custard Into a larse pan of hot 
water. 


The ovpn should ho moderate, nnd the 


instant the custard is done it should bo 


taken from tho oven. Thd test of Its 
"doncness" is made by Blipping- a knlfa 
blade down the side of the custard. If 
the knife comes up clean the cuatattJ la 
ready to be removed fro:n the oven, 
The rule for a plain custard Is eaery to 
memorize—four eggs to o. quart of 
milk and tablespoonful of sugar to each 
egg. Add a pinch of salt and a tea- 
spoonful of any flavoring: desired. 


By grating a little chocolate over tho 


top of the custard Just as it is set in 
the oven one can have a variation from 
the usual chocolate cuatard. 


This chocolate forms a crisp coating 


which looks pretty and adds much to 
the flavor for thoso who are fond of 
chocolate. 
Orange custard needs the 


grated yellow rind of an orango with 
a little juice. 
.. 


Cocoanut custard Is made by sprin- 


kling freshly grated cocoanut into but- 
tered and slightly sugared cups before 
turning in the plnin custard. Flavor 
with orange rind or vnnllln. 


When baked turn out and serve with 


whipped cream.
